How French Supplants 
Greek at Oxford 

Among the many clubs at Oxford there 
is one newly arisen which bids fair to 
become of some importance and fame. 
It flourishes in virgin soil, has no rival, 
is representative of great national in- 
terests and illustrates perhaps a new 
force and tendency in the Oxford educa- 
tional system. This club possesses as 
its official nomenclature the imposing 
title of "Le Club Francais de I'Universite 
d'Oxford," and it may present *ome 
points of interest to readers of the "Out- 
look," as an organization similar, though 
posterior, to the (Vrcle Francais of Mr- 
Gill. 

The club has only been in existence 
some six weeks, but already it has at- 
tracted considerable attention, and the 
number of its members, almost daily in- 
creasing, now reaches to over eighty, h 
is surprising the number of men who 
have been in Paris, or who are going, 
and who wish to perfect themselves in 
French. Perhaps at the beginning there 
are many w'iio have joined from vain- 
glory or curiosity or fad, and these make 
ii few pitiful speeches and disappear. 



They came to show what they already 
knew, not to practice or to learn. For- 
tunately, there is better building ma- 
terial also at hand and on the whole 
a spirit of serious endeavor pervades the 
club. But our effort is to make he 
meetings as attractive and pleasant as 
possible, and not to burden members 
with a s^nse of -erioi.sness and responsi- 
bility. We must attempt to give ss 
'many as possible an opportunity of 
speaking, to provide instruction by pro- 
curing sample speeches from real live 
Frenchmen and to appease impatience 
by a judicious distribution of refresh- 
ments and occasional amusements. A 
new club runs great risks of failure if it 
neglects to feed its members. Coffee, 
cake and cigarettes make the firmest 
foundation-stone. A candidate hesitates 
to enter. We say, "But there are re- 
freshments served every night." He re- 
plies, "Yes, I am very anxious to learn 
French," and he becomes a member. A 
member thinks he will skip a meeting 
and stay to read comfortably by pis tire. 
Suddenly he recalls a. good doughnut of 
the last meeting and an inner craving 
carries him through the cold streets to 
swell the number present. It is much 
the same with missionary meetings and 
private revivals, and sewing circles. 
What success where the tea-table does 
not sooner or later refresh the devotees? 

At any rate our meetings always open 
with great eclat amid the clatter of cof- 
fee cups and calls for cigarettes. And 
such animation, such gestures, such ex- 
cited groups, such an all-pervading roar of 
conversation! The roof rises with the 
accumulated soarings of ungrammatical 
phrases and Anglicized French. Did you 
ever hear and see the lobby of the 
Chambre des Deputes previous to or af- 
ter an important division? Then im- 
agine our French Club in the very ecstacy 
of its linguistic loosening. 

Presently a loud 'hammering quells the 
tumult and the inevitable business meet- 
ing commences. Everybody votes it a 
bore and there are signs of restlessness, 
which a zealous president will not like 
to see. Some fevered brain is sure to 
propose ridiculous and annoying motions 
which may excite useless discussion, and 
must be voted down after the tiresome 
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formula of "kindly signity in the usual 
manner by raising the right hand." 
* 'J hose contrary minded. 99 <4 I declare 
the motion lost," and suefa like parlia- 
mentary moekery. 

The very life of a elub may be sapped 
out by the drag of a business meeting. 
The business should be carefully prepar- 
ed and discussed beforehand by the ex- 
eeutive and then put through the requir- 
ed forms as expeditiously as possible. 

At last, however, the programme is 
peached. Hitherto we have opened with 
a "discours," or "conferance" by some 
member upon a subject of general inter- 
est. It is not a paper, for we have 
washed to avoid the "gene" and irksome- 
ness of anything too formal, but is 
spoken rather in a conversational way, 
and IS calculated to exeite subsequent 
discussion. We have found this method 
very successful. "Disrours" have been 
given on "University Life in France/' 
"The French Element in Canada.'' and 
"The Growth of the Canadian West." 
As several nationalities are represented 
in the club the discussion-; have often 
a very special interest. Any French in 
Oxford are made honorary members, aiid 
several have been most active in their 
support. There are besides several Ger- 
mans, Russians, English, Americans and 

( anadians. 

Two ambitious efforts at advertise 
nunt have been deservedly successful. 

One Consisted of a well attended dinner 
where all conversation, all speech _s were 
in French, and where for once the menu 
seemed reasonable and in its proper place 
though for a truth its translation still 
puzzled even our best scholars. There 
was great festivity and the good cheer Of 
this inaugural banquet did much to popu- 
larize the society. The speeches ran 
the whole gamut from questionable 
stories to noble and inspiring passages, 
where the Club FrancaU de IT'niver-ite 
d'Oxford semed to be the great link be- 
tween the greatest nations of the globe, 
the firmest step to national brotherhood, 
universal peace and the assurance of the 
glorious French Republic and of the 
mighty British Empire! IN ff Marscil« 
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Use' 1 W9A hummed very forcibly out of 
tune and "Q$d Save tire King," for want 
of a ready translation, mas allowed to -be 
screamed in it- native tongue. Fallicr es 
\\a> raised to the seventh heaven by a 
rendering of the "jolly-good-fe low" after- 
dinner standby, beginmng "Car il e«t up 
joli garcon," which with a little good 
will may be "made to fit the music*" 

Our second puff was an even greater 
affair. We took a large hall, engaged 
amateur talent gratuitously and with the 
help of a well-known Oxford caterer put 
on the boards a very memorable concert. 
The attendance wa> lar^e. the programme 
appreciated and the success of the club 
assured. 

liut we have no intention of resting 
upon our laurels and getting i. bwebby. 
Another concert is 'm preparation for 
next term and a large room is to be 
hired permanently as headquarters. We 
anticipate a membership of at least one 
hundred and fifty. 

Most important of all is that the parts 
have been distributed for a French play 
to be given by the club some time dur- 
ing February. It is a curious and in- 
teresting coincidence that the play se- 
lected is the same one which was given 
by students of McGill and the Royal 
Victoria College some four year- ago, 
.namely, "MJa Fille Blanche." by La 
Biche. Thus in the formation of her 
French Club and in the selection of Kfer 
French play Oxford may very well be 
considered as following the lead of Mc- 
Gill, and, it may be conceded She might 
d ) worse both in these and in some oth- 
er (batters. Perhaps it may be McGill 
that shall also lead in theorganization 
of an Esperanto Club! 

But surely there should be a great fu- 
ture f<>r the sister French clubs of Mc- 
Gill and Oxford. Both universities can 
be in close touch with the French na- 
tionality and tongue and seriously to 
both there may be *aid to belong a duty 
of creating communication and accord 
bet win the French and English ra* s.

Mr. Cherry gave notice of motion to 
amend the constitution, (hanging the 
name of the society from "The Literary 
Society of McGiH University" to 'The 
Literary and Debating Society of McGill 
University

.Mr. Ed. Mc^ougan, M.A., acted as 
judge and critic, and while his report 
w*ks being' pirepaired the debate was 
thrown open, Short speeches were made 
by Messrs. Ellis, Yates and Plimsoll. 

Mr. ~N1 c( loiigan's remarks were particu- 
larly able, lie criticized each spcak-T. 
and gave the grounds on which his de- 
cision waa based. The attirmative gjot 
enow points for speaking, the negative 
for matter, and the debate was accord- 
ingly awarded to the latter. The Year 
'07 are t'hus the Inter-Year debating 
champions. 

.Mr. Cherry moved a vote of thanks 
I , the judge and critic, and this was 
seconded by Prof. Leacock. 

The importance of the debate, the final 
one in the Inter- Year series, the new 
meeting-place, and the Srst meeting oi 
the year, should have brought out a largl 



number of members. The attendance 
was, however, comparatively small. Many 
of the members of the Literary Society 
do not seem to be aware of its value, 
and turn out to few of its meetings. A 
larger and more representative attend- 
ance would be both more inspiring to the 
speakers and more encouraging to the 
executive.

The annual public speaking contest of 
the society will take place, unless cm- 
foreseen circumstances should arise, on 
Feb. 15, 1907. 

RULES FOR PUBLIO-SPEAKING 
( ONTEST. 

1. All competitors must be members o£ 
the Undergraduates' Literary Society. 

2. Xo member is eligible for the con- 
test who has not attended at least one- 
half of the regular meetings of the socie- 
ty held since the opening of the session. 

3. The subject shall be "The Future 
Destiny of Canada." 

4. Kaeh prospective competitor must 
communicate with the .secretary, Mr. 
Tyndale, Arts, '08, on or before Feb. 1, 
1907. 

5. In case of an inconvenient number 
of entries being made, it is left to the 
executive to arrange a preliminary coo- 
test for the purpose of determining what 
names shall be allowed to stand for the 
final contest. 

G. "The time allowed each speaker shaft 
not exceed fifteen (15) minutes." 
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7. The medal may be withheld if, in the 
opinion of the judges, who will represent 
different profession*, none of the candi- 
dates show sufficient merit. 

8. The basis of award shall be as fol- 
lows: (a) Matter, including arrangement, 
fifty (50) points; (b) delivery— voice, lan- 
guage, and general style, fifty (5U) points. 



Delta Sigma 

The second inter-class debate took 
place on Friday, January 11th, at the 
regular meeting of the Deflta Sigma. 
The .subject of the debate -war?, M Ke- 
solral, that the present flow of immi- 
gration into Canada is not in the best 
m'terecrts of the country." 

The affirmative was sustained by 
Mitt McDonald and Miss Willis, 09, and 
Mies C. Miller and Mis* Seymour up- 
held the negative on behalf of 10. The 
two sides we:e remarkably evenly match- 
ed, and the arguments concise and to 
the 'point. 

Miss Pearson, Mii>s K. Wisdom, and 
Mies East acted as judges. 

The chief arguments for the affirma- 
tive were as folllows : — 

The present class of immigrants is, 
as a whole, low. They come largely 
from the European countries whose 
standards are most unlike ours; conse- 
quently, they remain aliens not only in 
language but in thought. Though they 
provide the lower class of laborers, and 
they work at comparatively low rates, 
their work is o»f an inferior quality, so 
than there is no real gain. The per- 
centage of crimimals among them is 
large, and in spite of inspection, they 
often introduce diseases whk-h would 
otherwise be unknown in Canada. 

It is said that they are needed to 
develop the resources of the count ry. 



but Canada -would do better not to be 
too aiiixious for baity development. A 
homogeneous population, and a quiet, 
steady growth, would be much mote 
desirable. 

The negative defence was to the effect 
that the mixture of races is likely :o 
develop the best points in 'each, and 
that this will lead to a more all-round 
progress than if a nation of one ele- 
ment proceeded on its own narrow lines. 
The reports of those concerned with the 
immigrant are moet favorable to tJii^m. 
They supply a class of labor which no 
one else will provide, and which must 
be obtained. 

Many off them come from agricultural 
countries and make exceedingly useful 
settlers. Under the stricter inspection 
of the last few years, diseased immi- 
grants aire not allowed to enter. 

Far from being of the lowest ciase, 
they are likely to be the more hardy 
of their race, as otherwise they would 
not venture into a new land. Th e great 
prosperity of the last few year- large- 
ly attributable to the immigrant-, who 
have been an important factor in the 
development of the Wiesrt. 

After an interval of consideration 
the judges, through Miss Pearson, an- 
nounced their decision in favor oi the 
So; 'homores. 

The President returned thanks to 
the judges for their services, after which 
the meeting was adjourned.
